We have examined the accounts of the Selectmen 
and Treasurer of Sutton from Feb. 15, 1906 to Feb. 165, 
1907 and find them correctly cast, and while in a few instances 
receipts have not been taken for payments made, we are satis- 
fied that all bills have been paid as reported. While it might 
seem from a casual glance of the report of the Selectmen and 
Treasurer for the year 1906 that a larger surplus in favor of the 
town should be shown, we would call your attention to the 
fact that nearly $1000 has been paid for notes held against the 
town at the beginning of the fiscal year of 1906, and also that we 
have reported as liabilities against the. town the balance of the 
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State highway appropriation amounting to $507; the Mary J. 
Baton fund, $150, and the appropriation for dining hall, raised 
by vote of the townin1905. The money for these appropriations 
is in the town treasury and are liabilities against the town. We 
think our town business has been carefully and economically 
looked after during the past year and with careful and judici- 
ous appropriations for the coming year we believe your tax 
rate can be still further reduced.
